Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examin- 
ation and audit of the accounts of the Town of Meredith for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1966, which was made by 
this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Library Treasurer, Trustees of Trust 
Funds and Municipal Court. The records of the Water De- 
partment were not available at the time of audit and will be 
examined at a later date. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1965 - December 
31, 1966: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1965 and 
December 31, 1966, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As in- 
dicated therein, the Net Debt decreased by $4,581.89 in 1966.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
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were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verified. Book balances were verified by comparison 
with reconciled bank balances made from statements obtain- 
ed from depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes 
was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as in- 
dicated by the Collector’s records. The amounts of uncollect- 
ed and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are there- 
fore subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the 
return of verification notices.

(3) The Treasurer should reconcile the bank balance with 
the cash book balance monthly. 


Conclusion: 
The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, re- 
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quire that this report or the summary of findings and recom- 
mendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the 
next annual report.

Report of the Planning Board 


During the past year the planning board has continued 
to work toward the development of a comprehensive plan for 
the town. The plan is basically an economic study of the 
town. It will show what is needed now and what will be needed 
in the future as the community continues to grow. In these 
times of higher and higher costs and with more and more 
services being demanded from the town, intelligent planning 
for the future is the only way to keep the tax rate from going 
out of sight. If the town will vote to accept federal funds un- 
der the “701” program, while they are still available, and have 
a planning study for the town compiled by a competent and 
experienced firm of municipal planning consultants, at the 
current saving of approximately two-thirds of the total cost, 
it will be wise and profitable investment in the future of our 
town. 


With all these factors in mind, the planning board has 
recommended to the Selectmen that an article to appropri- 
ate the town’s share of the cost of hiring a private firm of 
municipal planning consultants be included in the town war- 
rant this year. 


The soil survey of the town, requested by the board 
from the U.S. Conservation Service, was completed this past 
year and is available at the Municipal Building. It has been 
put to good use by such town departments as the Water Com- 
mission, the Parks and Playgrounds Commission, the Conser- 
vation Commission and the Town Manager. Anyone planning 
construction of any type is urged to study this report as it 
contains a wealth of free information concerning building 
foundation, septic tank placement, drainage, ledge, etc. 


The board is presently studying the emergency warning 
system of the town and plans to make a report of findings 
to the selectmen early in 1967.

Planning Board Receives Soil Maps 
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Report of The 
Parks and Playgrounds Commission 


The past year saw an ever-increasing utilization of the 
many and excellent recreational facilities of which we all 
can be proud. 


The organized activity areas of Prescott Park were kept 
busy day and night. The newly completed Youth League dia- 
mond made it possible for all four Youth League teams to 
play simultaneously. Then later in the evening, the lighted 
diamond was used by the six-team softball league. Visitors 
from neighboring towns and other areas were impressed by 
these facilities. Also, the tennis courts and basketball court 
were in use at night as well as by day. During the daytime, 
activities in these areas were organized and supervised by 
Mr. Nate Torr, who served throughout the summer in the 
difficult double role as recreation director and park care- 
taker. 


The early summer rush to the beach created such crowds 
of swimmers clamoring to enjoy ‘“‘the finest public beach in 
the Lakes Region”, Leavitt Park, that non-resident restric- 
tions had to be enforced to ensure that Town residents and 
property owners could enjoy this facility on weekends. Both 
this area and Waukewan Beach provided instruction to some 
150 girls and boys in basic and advanced swimming skills 
through the efforts of a well-trained and qualified staff of 
lifeguards. 


And of course, as anyone could easily determine as they 
drove through town along the lake front, the dock and picnic 
areas brought a large number of boating enthusiasts to our 
town. 


The main winter recreational activity for which the 
Town provides facilities is ice skating. The lighted skating 
rink on Route 8 is the center of activity for numerous young- 
sters after school and on the weekends throughout the skat- 
ing season. 


As you have seen fit to invest your tax dollars in this 
recreation program, a great return has been realized in the 
use of these facilities. Because of this increase in interest 
and activity, your Parks and Playground Commission has 
made the following recommendations to the Selectmen for 
the coming year: 


1. That a Recreation Director be employed during the 
summer months for the sole purpose of organizing, 
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coordinating, and supervising the summer recreation- 
al program both at Prescott Park and at the beaches. 


2. That necessary personnel be assigned the principal 
task of maintenance and improvement of the Town’s 
Parks and Playgrounds. 


3. That planning of the proper development of Leavitt 
Park with its vast possibilities for recreational facili- 
ties other than swimming be started as soon as pos- 
sible, either in conjunction with a comprehensive 
Town plan, or independently. 


The Park Commission endorses the concept of planning 
its development within the framework of an over-all Town 
plan; however, in the absence of such a plan we believe we 
should obtain professional planning advice before advoca- 
ting further extensive and costly development of facilities. 
For this purpose we have proposed a warrant to provide 
necessary funds in the event that such planning cannot be 
done through a comprehensive town plan.

Librarian’s Report 


The Trustees and Librarian in their continuing efforts 
to supply the best possible service to Meredith residents, 
offered for circulation a small collection of records in April. 
To complement this service a “Listening Post” is installed 
in the Reference room where patrons may use earphones if 
the room is in use for study, or may use the speakers. The 
records are all long play and except for some show tunes, 
classics. The Friends of the Library donated $50.00 to add 
to the collection. Circulation has steadily increased. 


Our adult book circulation increased by 942 to a total 
of 12,382; juvenile total, 20,154. We had 1,907 books from 
the Bookmobile, plus special requests amounting to 114, We 
purchased 265 adult non-fiction; 235 adult fiction;'110 ju- 
venile non-fiction; 125 juvenile fiction. The fifth grades 
receive a collection of suitable books to use in their rooms, 
replaced every two weeks. 


The Friends of the Library visit the Meredith Bay 
Nursing Home once a month to change the collection of 
books there. 


New magazines in our collection are; America; An- 
tiques; Christian Century; Linn’s Weekly Stamp News; To- 
day’s Health; Hot Rod; The New Republic; and by gift: 
Church and State; Humanist. 


During National Library Week, April 17-23, we dis- 
played adult books of various interests with character dolls 
made by Mrs. Ralph Flather, in the windows of the Needle- 
work Shop and Allen’s Barbershop. The Girl Scouts and their 
leaders were invited to the library to learn the proper use 
of the card catalogue, On Thursday of that week, assisted by 
the Friends of the Library, we held open house especially to 
use the Listening Post, and to hear our records. 


October 30th - November 5th, National Book Week, ju- 
venile books were displayed in Allen’s Barbershop window. 
Children were given the booklet, “Growing Up With Books”, 
and many new books were circulated. 


Mrs. Watson took part in the Parents’ Group program at 
Inter-Lakes High School on “Total Library Service’, ex- 
plaining the purposes of a public library as compared to a 
school library. 


During the summer months a very popular Vacation 
Reading Club for grades one through eight was sponsored 
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oy the Friends of the Library, They supplied the necessary 
materials and gave a party for the participants in August 
who came dressed as their favorite character. 


Mrs. Davenport’s class decorated one of the mantels in 
in the Children’s room for Christmas with material they had 
hand-fashioned themselves. It was most attractive. 


Qualifications for affiliated libraries and service cen- 
ters of the State-wide Library Program, have been adopted 
by the State Library Commission. Some requirements must 
be met by July 1, 1968, and others by July 1, 1972. These 
are the standards for libraries in New Hampshire. 


Our district council has had a name change from Con- 
cord to Central. Mrs. Watson was elected Chairman of the 
District in April. There are four districts in the state with 
advisory councils made up of a delegate from each affiliated 
library. Qualification committees from all councils have 
worked on the standards and presented their ideas to the 
Library Commission. The Library Commission, the State Li- 
brarian and the Chairmen of the four councils have recon- 
ciled the ideas offered by the councils, to emerge with the 
present standards, 


Mr. Allen, State Librarian, appointed Mrs. Watson rep- 
resentative for New Hampshire on a steering committee for 
a legislation workshop presented at the New England Li- 
brary Association Conference at Wentworth-By-The-Sea, 
September 14th. 


At the graduation exercises for students of the Public 
Library Techniques at the University of New Hampshire, 
announcement was made that the McKay Scholarship of- 
fered by the New Hampshire Library Trustees’ Association 
in honor of Past-State Librarian, Mrs. Mildred McKay, had 
been awarded to Marion Watson, Librarian, Meredith Public 
Library, third year student. 


The New Hampshire State Library and the New Hamp- 
shire Library Trustees Association co-sponsored a Public 
Relations workshop at The Laconia Public Library, April 
26th. Mrs. Watson accepted their invitation to talk on the 
public relations activities of the Meredith Library. 


The Friends of the Library have assisted in cleaning 
the attic. They have given $100.00 for books. Whenever they 
are asked for aid in any capacity, they are most cooperative 
and helpful. We are sincerely grateful that we have such a 
splendid group affiliated with our library, At their annual 
meeting, Mrs. Robert Euiler was elected chairman, Every- 
one interested in libraries is sought as a member, and Mrs. 
Euiler would be glad to explain how to join. They meet at 
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the library the first Tuesday every other month, beginning 
with January. Mrs. Nancy Lowth, Past Chairman of our lo- 
cal group has been elected Vice-Chairman of the State 
Friends group.

Report of Water Commissioners for the year 1966 


During 1966 the installation of the new meter and chlor- 
ination equipment at the Treatment Plant was completed 
and approved by the State Water Pollution Board. A new oil 
heater and chimney was also installed at this location. 


An underwater survey of the reservoir was undertaken 
during the summer months in order to determine the approxi- 
mate amount of silt that should be removed. The diver made 
calculations at 50 ft. intervals and furnished an excellent 
aerial photograph and set of blueprints which indicated 
about 2,800 cubic yards of silt and many sizeable boulders. 
As a result of this survey, we were able to negotiate a con- 
tract with Ambrose Brothers to remove the rock and silt and 
also replace the old and unsafe bridge over the spillway. 
This bridge is on an old town road and we are hopeful that 
the town wil! reimburse us for this part of the project. 
During performance of this cleaning work we were also able 
to enlarge the reservoir to some degree and to effect some 
improvements in the reservoir grounds. Many more grounds 
improvements are needed and are a part of our future plans. 


The 10 inch transmission main was extended along a 
30 ft. right of way from the Route #104 area across Hillrise 
Lane to serve the new Anderson development. Ten inch main 
was used because this property extends to Railroad Ave. 
and the owner has agreed to give the Water Department 
any right of way necessary in order to continue this line 
to the intersection of Railroad Ave. and old Route #104. 
Present plans are to eventually continue this line to the Lake 
Waukewan Pump House. The Commissioners believe that, 
when completed, this additional and more direct line to the 
reservoir will greatly facilitate future cleaning of the 10 
inch mains and also provide two feeder systems which could 
eliminate long outages in the event of future breaks or other 
emergencies on either of these transmission lines. We plan 
to continue this extension only as future development re- 
quires or as our Department finances allow. 


We have had meetings with the School Board, the Ele- 
mentary School Study Committee and the Board of Select- 
men relative to the water service and hydrant protection at 
the new proposed school complex and a full report of the 
results to date was published in the Meredith News on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1967. In order to obtain up to date and expert opin- 
ion, the engineering services of Camp, Dresser and McKee 
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were utilized in this study and, among other things, it served 
to confirm the recommendations of the Whitman and How- 
ard long range study which was published in our report for 
the year ending December 31, 1960. 


Our major plans for 1967 include cleaning of the present 
transmission line from the reservoir to the intersection of 
Main St. and Railroad Ave. As finances allow, we will con- 
tinue with further steps in the long range plan by cleaning 
or replacing the main on Lang St., completing the loop from 
Caverly to St. James St. and replacing as many of the 4 inch 
mains as possible, 


We also plan to modernize the Pumping Station, install 
new pumps and possibly a new suction line as soon as funds 
will allow. In 1966 we negotiated a long term lease for the 
property surrounding the Pump House which will allow us to 
landscape the area a little as we have wanted to for a long 
time. 


We believe our Terms, Conditions and Rate Schedules 
should be revised and up-dated before the October meter 
readings. Since much work remains to be done on the present 
system and the Department must have sufficient funds to 
accomplish this, it is obvious that some increase in rates is 
necessary. We plan to hold these increases to a minimum 
which will be consistent with proper planning. We have be- 
gun by increasing the present hydrant rental charges which 
are considerably lower than the 30% of total revenue which 
the Public Utilities Commission recommends. As soon as 
these rate studies have been completed we will publish a re- 
port of our findings and conclusions. 


We wish to apologize to our customers for the very late 
mailing of annual water bills but we felt that the reservoir 
cleaning project and the Anderson extension were more im- 
portant at the time. We did hire additional help to get the 
meters read but even with this help we were unable to get 
most billings out before the end of the year. In this connec- 
tion, we have about concluded that the Water Department 
should now have two full time employees. It is most diffi- 
cult to secure part time help when it becomes necessary and 
we believe another full time man might be both feasible and 
economical. 


We would like to take this opportunity to point out to 
all real estate dealers and property owners that they must 
inform the Water Department as well as the other utility 
companies whenever they sell or buy property served by our 
system. It is, of course, impossible to determine the rightful 
share of water charges to the seller or the buyer unless we 
are informed in time to make the necessary meter readings 
and secure the required application from the new owner. 
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Since the 1966 billings went out so late, our delinquent 
list is not an accurate reflection of the situation at this time, 
but all customers who are still delinquent in the spring will 
receive disconnect notices and be required to make satis- 
factory arrangements for payment of outstanding bills.

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Report of the Town Nurse 


This was my first full year as your visiting nurse. I 
have made 1,438 home visits, and 80 office visits. Over 800 
visits were for patients over 65 requiring nursing procedures. 


July 1 was the beginning of Medicare for our elderly. 
Many hours were spent attending meetings in Manchester, 
Concord, Laconia, and meeting locally with Medicare rep- 
resentatives. Iam very happy to say we did qualify as of that 
date, and now we have new patients’ records, physicians’ 
certifications, and monthly reports that require more hours 
of bookkeeping. 


I assisted at the Chest Clinic at Lakes Region General 
Hospital in January, also at the Blood Drawing by the Red 
Cross Mobile Unit in Center Harbor in April, and one spon- 
sored by our own Nursing Association in September. 


Our service clubs, church groups, Fire Department, 
American Legion, Salvation Army, Elks, Rotary, Lions, 
as well as individuals, have helped in many ways — donat- 
ing money, food, clothing, boots, shoes, etc., which help bring 
happiness to those less fortunate. 


Twenty-seven patients were taken to Lakes Region Gen- 
eral Hospital for X-rays and clinics; also 70 patients were 
taken to our local physicians. 


We have purchased 3 hospital beds, as at one time dur- 
ing the year all of our beds were on loan; we also had many 
requests for walkers, wheelchairs, crutches, etc. 


This has been a busy year, and many thanks to all, 
especially Mr. James Treloar, the president of our Asso- 
ciation, who gave many hours of his time to Medicare; 
also to our physicians for their cooperation and to those 
who helped in any way for a successful year.

Over 800 visits were for patients over 65 years of age who 
required nursing procedures. The senior citizens of Mere- 
dith comprise over 50% of our nursing service. It is hoped 
that the action and foresight of the Nursing Association 
board will enable our senior citizens to receive the full bene- 
fits from their Medicare program. 


Mr. Osbert Rafuse’s term as director ends in 1966, and 
the Association will miss his services and his untiring efforts 
in its behalf.

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Report of Conservation Commission 


Well-planned use of our ‘open spaces” (land not now 
being used for industrial or residential development) is the 
aim of your Meredith Conservation Commission. Well- 
planned open spaces will increase the value of surrounding 
real estate and yield benefits in water conservation, recre- 
ation, timber, wildlife and scenic enhancement. 


As a commission we have made a start in guiding the 
future use and development of Meredith’s countryside. The 
Meredith commission has been selected as one of the two 
pilot commissions in the state. The actions that our com- 
mission takes will serve as a guide for other communities. 


One of the first things that we are doing is to make 
an inventory of all town-owned lands. We are locating 
these properties on aerial photographs and town maps sup- 
plied by the U.S. Conservation Service. These properties 
will all be examined on the ground, and their future use 
and potential reviewed. One such property has already been 
inspected; namely, the “Poor Farm” property. This is located 
in the southwesterly part of town, and borders on Robinson 
Pond. One member of the commission, a retired forester, 
has made a detailed appraisal of the property, which will 
guide us in determining its future use. 


In addition to town-owned land, we eventually will be 
making an inventory and study of all open space, including 
wet lands. Our job has been made somewhat easier because of 
the soil survey report recently prepared for the town by the 
U.S. Soil Conservation Service. The soil survey will be a 
valuable aid in carrying out our study. 


In the past we have taken our countryside too much for 
granted. Today many of us are viewing with anxiety the 
future of this landscape and certain of its functions — open 
space, greenery, pure air and fresh water, refreshing scenery, 
and pleasant views. The preservation of this countryside, the 
wise use of our “open space’, is of vital concern to the Con- 
servation Commission, as we hope that it will be to all 
citizens of Meredith.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


Fire records are made by people — those who cause 
fires and those who control them. Your forest fire warden, 
deputy wardens, fire chief and firemen have, in spite of a 
prolonged drought, made one of the best fire control records 
in recent years. Despite a very dry spring, we in New Hamp- 
shire working together have substantially reduced our fire 
incidence (885 in 1965 to 595 in 1966), 


This enviable record is largely due to work factors: 

1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town or- 
ganization jointly carrying out programs of forest 
fire prevention, training and suppression with dedica- 
ted personnel. 

2. Your appreciation of our forest fire contro] program 
and your individual effort in practicing fire preven- 
tion. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for improve- 
ment, Major problems are still with us: (1) the careless dis- 
posal of cigarettes; (2) the householder’s carelessness in 
burning rubbish; (8) the failure of woodlot owners and 
contractors to completely extinguish their brush burning 
fires; (4) failure to extinguish camp fires; (5) unsuper- 
vised children playing with matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,339,000 acres of woodland to be 
protected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires on this 
area and restricted acreage burned to 395 acres — a fine 
testimonial to the efficiency and dedication of the men who 
make up our forest fire control organization. 


1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits are 
not issued between 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. except on 
rainy days. Permits are not needed when the ground is cover- 
ed with snow. To minimize risk, the best way to dispose of 
rubbish is at your authorized town or municipal dumping 
area. 


2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 
3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 


4. Most important — instruct your children that match- 
es are not play things.
